Indianapolis, April 3.— The supremo 
court yesterday inado an order directing 
the sheriff of Carroll county to show- 
to tho court on or before April 14, at '.) 
o'clock a. m. why he should not be pun- 
ished for contempt in not serving and 
returning within the time provided an 
order of the court in the oelebtmted 
Bowen tax case. 

After the court had made the order, 
Attorney General Ketcham received a 
telegram from the sheriff stating that 
he had just mailed the return. In t! .is 
case the attorney general, representing 
the state board of tax commissioners, 
has made a motion for leave to apply to 
set aside the order of dismissal in the 
suit of William J. (iuekien, treasurer of 
Carroll county, and others against Na- 
thaniel W. Bowen, administrator, and 
others, entered Oct. 9, 1885, and to per- 
mit the state board of tax commission- 
ers to intervene. 

The suit was to collect taxes due Car- 
roll county from the Bowen estate. The 
suit was compromised and dismissed 
without thfl state's Interest! being con- 
sidered, it is averred. The state hoard 
of tax commissioners maintain that thfl 
stale is entitled 10 (11,000 back tOXM 
from the estate, and the attorney gen- 
eral has undertaken to collect the 
amount, lie is endeavoring to have the 
old ease reopened, Itld will also bring 
suit against Carroll count}'. There is 
said to be a good deal of feeling in Car- 
roll county over the action of the st.it.-.

Muncik, Ind., April 8.— The town of 
Alexandria lias a case that is wry pecul- 
iar, and which lias attracted attention 
for some time. Four weeks ago William 
Thornburg was stricken with paralysis 
of the muscles of deglutition, aim be 
had not swallowed one drop Of Wal i 
nor a morsel of food until yesterday, 
when a few morsels of semi-liquid food 
was, with great dilticulty, passed Into 
his stomach. 

He has been kept iu fairly good con- 
dition by other means of alimentation 
for 28 days, and although cases of this 
character are nearly always fatal, his 
physicians have some hope that ho can 
be kept alive until the injury, which 
lies at the base of the brain, can be re- 
moved. 

The case is a very rare one, and is 
exciting no small amount of attention, 
especially from the medical fraternity.

Washinoton, April 8.— The question 
of appropriating public money for pri- 
vate or sectarian institutions, which 
was debated for several days during th 1 
consideration of the Listriet of Colum 
bia appropriation bill in connect kon 

with some appropriation! for eharitabli 

institutions in Washington, was agar 
fought over for four hours in tho how 
yesterday. On the former occasion tli • 
oohteet was managed by Mr. Linton, a 
Michigan Republican, who is one of the 
pronounced A. P. A. members in con- 
gress. That contest was successful, and 
by a vote of 143 to 13 the bill was re- 
committed. 

Yesterday the bone of contention was 
the HoW atti university, a colored insti- 
tution of Washington, for which an ap- 
propriation of |88,600 was inserted hi 
the sundry civil bill on motion of Mr, 
Evans (Rep., Ky.). Mr. Rainer (Rep., 
Neb.), in whose temporary absence th 
amendment was adopted, rallied his 

forces against the appropriation on the 

ground that it was both a private and a 
sectarian institution, a school of theolo- 
gy, being maintained by the university. 

The appropriation was coupled with a 
proviso that us part of it should be need 
for religious teaching, but Mr. Raluer 
insisted that it could not be denied thai 
it was iu a sense a religions institution. 
.Mr. Cannon, Air. Evans and Oth'.W 
members who supjiorted tho amend- 
ment on tho other hand declared that 
tlioy were Opposed to appropriating pub- 
lic money for sectarian institutions, bat 
argued that the proviso freed it Iron, 
tins criticism. 

Politics, of course, were injected lib- 
erally into the delate, Mr. Savers an., 
Mr. Hepburn were especially promi- 
nent. Bach insisted that his party WilS 
more prutieulurly the friend of the 
black man. The house voted ISO to 105 
to ret. mi the appropriation, thus, in a 
measure reversing its action when the 
District bill was up. An analysis oi 
tho vote shows that 107 Republicans, !'•» 
Democrats and 3 Populists voted for the 
amendment, and 55 Republicans, 4i 
Democrats and 3 Populists against it. 
The sundry civil bill, as amended, win 
1 wssed. 

In the Senate. 

Washington, April 3.— The postoffiee 
appropriation bill served to bring out 
some sharp discussion iu the senate , 
the propriety of abolishing country post- 
others ami absorbing them as branch - 
of city offices. Mr. Gorman opposed 
die plan as undemocratic. He stated 
that the Baltimore postoffloe territory 

included two congressional district*, 

ami this postoftloe power was exerted 

toward influencing the selection of me i 
for congress. After a speech by .Mr. 
Klkins, advocating subsidies and other 
means of extending American 00 Ul 

merce «>u the seas, the postoffloe blil 

went over.

LOSS HALF A MILLION DOLLARS. 
Dent motive Conflagration VMtn Ilrun,-

Lost Charles Smith, an employe uf tin'

overcome by the heat and died. 

A number of sailing vessels were in 
danger during the progress of tie 
Barnes, but all were saved. 

The flames started on the Brunswick 
ami Western railroad wharves, uuu 
within an hour tho wharves, two large 
warehouses, a number of cars. Uiclou- 
nig the freight contained therein, were 
consumed, entailing a loss to the 0OU1 
pauy of .t^OO.OOO, partially insured. 

The extensive property of the Down 
ing company, dealers in naval stores, 
became ignited, and the structure with 
its valuable stock was consumed.
